there are always many mere .adven- 
turers who flock to where it is go- 
ing on, and many men who think they 
are adventurers, but who are in real- 
ity either weak or timid, follow. in 
their footsteps. 
Some of the first- 


class will now and then cause trouble 
in one way or another. 
But every 


care will be taken to detect any mis- 
deed on their part and to punish them 
as soon as the misdeed is detected. 
As for • the second class they will 
cause trouble chiefly by losing heart, 
returning home, or writing home, and 
raising a cry that they are noi happy, 
and that the conditions of life are 
not easy, or that the work is not be- 
ing done as they think It ought to be 
done. . Now these -men stantl just as 
stragglers and laggards stand . who 
are ev,er to be: found in • the rear of 
even a victorious army. 
The veter- 


ans of .the civil, war who are .here 
present will tell; you that .the very 
rear of an army, even when it Is vic- 
torious, is apt to look and.-behave as 
if the'victory were defeat. And just 
the same thing is true in. any great 
enterprise nn civil life; there are al- 
ways weaklings who • get. trampled 
down or.lose heart, and there are-al- 
ways people who listen to their com- 
plaints.' They amount to nothing one 
way'or/the/other, so far as achiev- 
ing results is'.concerned;., and their 
complaints and outcries need never- 
detain us. 
:-I call your attention specifically to 
the'matter of health on the Isthmus. 
The climate was supposed to be dead- 
ly, and yellow fever, in especial, was 
supposed to be epidemic. Yet since 
we • have assumed control "there has1 
been far less yellow fever than in our 
own country. The administration is 
steadily becoming better and more 
effective, from the hygienic as *well 
as from every other standpoint. The 
work of building the canal is a great 
American work, in which the whole 
American people are interested. 
It 


has nothing -to do 
with parties or 


partisanship, and is being carried on 
with absolute' disregard to all mere- 
ly political considerations,, with re-, 
gard only to efficiency, honesty and 
economy. 


The digging of the canal, will, of 


course, greatly Increase our interest 
.in the Caribbean Sea. It will be our 
duty to police the canal, both. In the 
interest of other nations and in our 
own Interest. 
To do this it is, of 


course, indispensable to have an effic- 
ient Navy '(and I am happy to say 
'that* we are well on our way toward 
having one,) and also to possess,.,as 
we 'already possess, certain strategic 
points to control the approach to the 
canal. In addition it is urgently nec- 
essary that the insular and continen- 
tal countries within or bordering up- 
on the Caribbean Sea should be able 
to secure fair dealing . and orderly 
liberty within their own borders. -1 
need not say that the United States1 
not only has no purpose of aggression 
upon any Republic, continental or In- 
sular, ito the south of us, but has the 
friendliest feeling toward them, and 
desires' nothing save their progress 
and prosperity. We 
do not 
wish 


another foot of. territory; and I think 
our conduct toward Cuba is' a guar- 
anty that tliis is our genuine attitude 
tow'ard all our sister republics. • If 
ever we should have to interfere in 
the affairs .of any of our neighbors 
•it would'only be when we found.it 
impossible longer to refrain from do- 
ing so without serious damage follow; 
Ing; and even in such case it would 
only be with the sincere and effective 
purpose to niake. our interference ben- 
eficial to the-peoples1 concerned. Of 
course, occupying the position we do, 
occasions may now and then arise 
when we can not refrain from such 
interference, save under penalty of 
seeing some other strong nation un- 
dertake the duty which we neglect; 
and such neglect would be unfortun- 
ate from more than one standpoint. 
\\1herever possible we should gladly 
give any aid we can to a weaker sis- 
ter republic which is endeavoring to 
achieve stability and prosperity. 
It 


is an ungenerous thing for us to re- 
fuse such aid; and it is foolish not 
to give it in'a way that will make'it 
really effective, and. therefore of di- 
rect benefit to the people concerned 
—and of indirect benefit to us, simply 
because it is a benefit to them. In 
the last resort, and only in the last 
resort, it may occasionally be neces- 
sary to interfere by exercising what 
is virtually an.'international 
police 


power, if only to avoid seeing some 
European power forced, to. exercise it. 
In short, while we must interfere al- 
ways cautiously, and never wantonly;

ley to the saloon before she fired the - 
fatal shots, and who was with her 
when she bought;the revolver. .Little1 
is known' of this .woman.

She was near a nervous collapse

After a week or more, however, the 
edge' of the cheese begins to crack, 
and the split continues running around j 
the circumference or across the top I 
of the cheese. 
This is caused by the ! 


pressure of gas within the cheese, the i 
gas being formed .by a fermentive 
process. During the.season over two 
tons of cheese were utterly ruined, 
while a large portion of another ton 
was so badly affected that it brought 
only a very small -price. The result' 
was a loss1 to the one cheese-maker 
alone of over two thousand dollars. 


How to Avoid the Trouble 


WJth fermentation of this character 


there is always a difference of opin- 
ion as to who is responsible for the 
trouble, as the cheese-maker is apt 
to blame the farmer for not handling 
the milk with proper care; and the 
farmer, on the other'hand, usually 
charges 
the trouble to the careless- 


ness of the maker and the dirty con- 
dition of tlie factory. 
This investiga- 


tion of the experiment station shows

Lhs progress of the flames. Fortun- 
ately there was very little wind, so 
by tearing, down a .few buildings and 
by the use of what water could be 
brought to bear on the burning build- 
ings, the conflagration was stopped, 
after consuming about three blocks1. 
The ships that were in dock ran their 
hose up 'to the burning-district and 
did valuable service in checking its 
on.ward''-course. The burned bUildiugs 
were densely populated with colored 
people, many of them losing all their 
possessions: 
The larger part, how- 


ever, were able' to take away some 
•if not all of their belongings, for it

small "trunk, 


which they carry on their heads. It 
is surprising what' loads they , can 
carry on their heads; one man had a 
trunk, a chair and an iron bedstead

had immense bundles, the size and 
bulk of a bushel ^basket balanced oil 
their'heads and carried a baby and 
.other belongings "in'their 'arms.

steady stream of these homeless peo- 
ple came to 
the 
hospital, begging 


shelter for the night. The superin- 
tendent had old mattresses laid on 
the porches for the women and chil- 
dren to sleep on. 
Two of the men 


who originated the fire were badly 
burned—one to a crisp—the other not 
so badly as to endanger his life it is 
thought. He was brought to the hos- 
pital, too drunk to realize his condi- 
tion or sense his sufferings. 


These exciting incidents are ; never 


without their ludicrous phases. 
The 


colored man who drives 'the ambu- 
lance was nowhere to be found when 
the fire alarm was given, so-some-of 
the doctors attempted to harness- the 
mules. I.o! no harness 
could be 


found. 
After a long search it was 


found, but only to plunge them into 
greater difficulties', for none of them 
knew which side the mules were driv- 
en on; but'that wasn't'the worst— 
none of them knew how to adjust the 
harness, as it is a patent arrangement 
that none 'of them had ever met be- 
fore.
